DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
Species I: Figure 2. 
Species II: Figure 4. 
Species III: Figure 5. 
The species are independent or distinct because: 

1/ Species I (Figure 2) discloses video camera 200 includes processor 240 and memory 
250, which is not disclosed in Species II (Figure 4) or Species III (Figure 5). 

21 Species II (Figure 4) discloses video interface 125 includes processor 440 and 
memory 450, which is not disclosed in Species I (Figure 2) or Species III (Figure 5). 

3/ Species III (Figure 5) discloses processor 102 of computer 100 is directly connected to 
video camera 500; the video camera interface 125 is not needed for connecting video camera 
500 and computer 100. The video camera 500 does not include a processor and a memory. 
These features are not disclosed in Species I (Figure 2) or Species II (Figure 4). 

4/ The specification clearly discloses that Figure 2, Figure 4, Figure 5 are different 
embodiments (page 4; page 13, line 17 to page 14, line 17; page 15). 

AppHcant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, there is no generic claim.
